wounded, and Montvid, who did not 
fire a shot, w as ta ken into custody 
without difficulty. 
Montvid told Hie police he did not 
actually kill tile victims, hut lie was 
pre c-nt when the m u rd e rs were co m ­ 
mitted. He said that P e te r Melba, or 
Krakus, the o th e r prisoner, was th e 
princ ipal in th e tragedy. 
Montvid said he arran g e d for til 
m u rd e r by selecting the date and a r ­ 
ranging for tile m e e tin g of the men 
Implicated, and when they met at the 
appointed place* all w ent toge ther to 
the* house. Ile* says lie saw the per­ 
sons murdered. 
T he prisoner did not tell how the

Tin* police 
refused to m a k e th e detailed c o n t e— 
slon public* at this time. 
Tile confession was voluntary, the 
prisoner having sent for Thief Black 
and the o th e r policemen, and after 
they arrived he* detailed the circ um ­ 
stances of the tragedy. The police did 
not interview Melba, not considering 
it necessary, as he has to an s w er for 
the killing of Tierney.
